ECONOMIC COMMITMENTS IN WORLD, AND APPEALED FOR JAPANESE

TOJOIN USIN ALLIANCE THAT WOULD PROVIDE MODEL FOR
DEALING WITH INFLATION AND RECESSION PROBLEMS. SUN'S
TREWHITT NOTES PRES"MADE AN ELABORATE BOW" TO JAPAN'S
STRATEGIC ROLE, THOUGH ITS CONSTITUTION RULESOUT
